Ve haws 
receiwed information indicating the story he tells was placed in kis 
sii^ by Garrison*s sea while he was hypnotised and drunad. 


During our Inwestigation of the sssasaination, Shaw*s asss 
sewer came np. Ye detdoped no information indicating Onald ksew 
Shaw or Busso. Ve thoroughly inwestigated the allegation that Ferris 
and Oswald were acquainted but found no ewideoce to support this. 


C«rriBon*s charges against Shaw include the allegation that 
he is Clay Bertrand, Thla name was introduced into our inwestigetioa 
of the assassination by Dean Andrews, a Yew Orleans sttomsy, as s 
person who sccoitpanled Ocrwald to Andrews' office In 1963 and who 
telephoned Andrews on 11/23/63, asking his to reprssent Oswald. V# 
conducted exhaustive investigation to locate Bertrand but oo inforsa* 
tloa other than that originating with Andrews w^s developed that

Garrison has indicted Andrews for perjury, apparently as s result of 

the InforEatlpn concerning. Bertrand^ .^Assistant Attorney General Vinson 
reguesfed us to interview Andrews, out we have referred this to the 
Attorney General. 

/ Garrison's investlgt tion received severe public criticism 
during June, particularly froa the two major T? networks, CBS and BBC. 
BDC'/i 6/19/Q7 program exposed the fraudulent nature of Garrison's cass. 
CBS .reviewed Garrison's case on 6/27/67 and Villiam Curwich, who had 
just resigned as Gerrison's chief investigator, appeared on the program 
and stated Ehaw should never have been arrested and evidencs as to 
Garrison's methods should be presented to s Grand Jury. Vhea 
questioned as to why Garrison used these methods, Qurvieh said bs did 
not know, adding: **X am not s psychiatrist.'^
